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Bolivia and Peru discuss 
natural gas exports to 
the United States 


La Paz, (EFE).- Bolivian and 
Peruvian officials were meeting 


Wednesday to discuss exports of 


Bolivian natural gas to the United 
States. 

Bolivian Hydrocarbons Mi- 
nister Fernando Illanes and Pe- 
ruvian Energy and Mines Mi- 
nister Jaime Quijandria were to 
talk in the city of Santa Cruz about 
the possibility of using a Peruvian 
port to export natural gas to 
California. 

Those talks were taking place 
amid the broader Latin American 
Conference on Cross-border 
Commerce of Gas underway in 
the eastern Bolivian city. 

Wednesday's was the first 
Bolivian-Peruvian meeting since 
Gonzalo Sanchez de Lozada was 
elected president of Bolivia on 
Aug. 6 and Illanes was appointed 
in September to the newly-created 
position of hydrocarbons 
minister. 

The project to ship low-cost 
natural gas extracted from 
southern Bolivian fields in the 
Tarija region to the west coast of 
Mexico and the United States is 
spearheaded by Pacific LNG 
Corp., with the participation of 
Spanish oil giant Repsol YPF, 
British Gas and British Petro- 
leum, .and carries a price tag of 
more than $5 billion. 

Both Peru and Chile have 
proposed using their Pacific ports 
for the project, which would 
include construction of a pipeline 
to move the natural gas from the 
reserves in southeastern Bolivia 
to the chosen port, where a 
liquefaction plant would be built. 

Peru proposed its southern 
port of Ilo for liquefaction and 
export of Bolivian natural gas to 
other countries. 

Meanwhile, Chile proposed 
the port of Patillos, which of- 
ficials said would mean lower 
investment costs due to the 
terminal’s closer proximity to the 
natural gas reserves. 

Sanchez de Lozada has said 
that the final decision will be 
made by year-end. after his Ca- 
binet studies the proposals and 
results of a commissioned study.

Miami, (EFE).- Defensores

Cerca de 945 miembros del 
comité ejecutivo del Partido 
Demócrata de Minesota se 
reunieron la noche del miércoles

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You can work, but you can't drive

California Governor Gray 
Davis recently signed a bill that 
grants mediation rights to farm 
workers embroiled in labor dis- 
putes. But on another issue dear 
to Latinos he went the other way. 
Davis vetoed a bill that would 
have allowed undocumented im- 
migrants who have applied for 
legal residency the right to obtain 
California driver's licenses. 

Davis justified his veto by 
citing security concerns after the 
events of 9-11, which made it 
clear that “the driver’s license is 
more than” just a permit to drive. 
It's used as a primary document 
to identify who we are. 

Davis is right about the 
driver's license being used as an 
I.D. card. He is wrong about the 
fact that undocumented workers 
with driver licenses would pose a 
security threat. In fact, many ad- 
vantages emerge when anyone 
who drives an automobile does so 
legally. 

Many undocumented work- 
ers drive anyway. Wouldn't it be 
better if they had a license? And 
at the same time also paid insur- 
ance? 

Assemblyman Gil Cedillo, 
D-Los Angeles, author of the bill 
believes that the roads would be 
safer if undocumented workers 
could obtain driver's training and 
testing and at the same time can 
purchase insurance. 

While Davis acknowledged 
the benefits of some undocu- 
mented workers driving legally, 
his concerns about security 
pushed him to reject the bill. His 
reservations had to do with two 
of the al-Qaeda operatives re- 
sponsible torthe Sept. Il attacks, 
who managed to get false driver's 
licenses. 

Davis wanted a number of 
safeguards in the bill which he 
found lacking. For example, he 
wanted fingerprint background 


checks and cooperation with the 
federal Immigration and Natural- 
ization Service. He also wanted 
to restrict eligibility for licenses 
to immigrants who had not com- 
mitted crimes and had lived and 
worked in California for a signifi- 
cant period of time. 

Cedillo believes all these re- 
quirements were met in the re- 
vised language of the bill as the 
bipartisan support demonstrated. 
In addition, the bill had the sup- 
port of top law enforcement offi- 
cials such as Los Angeles County 
Sheriff Lee Baca and California 
Attorney General Bill Lockyer. 

Yet, Davis was still con- 
cerned that the employment re- 
quirement was not strong enough 
and that someone with an arrest 
warrant might qualify for a 
driver's license. 

It’s more likely that Davis 
was concerned about the current 
political climate, which in the past 
year became less friendly toward 
immigrants and their needs. For 
example, at the federal level, the 
negotiations between George W. 
Bush and Mexican president 
Vicente Fox to improve immigra- 
tion between the U.S. and Mexico 
came to a screeching halt soon 
after 9-11. The climate of insecu-

At the rational level, Davis’ 
veto can be translated by saying 
that people can work but they 
can't drive. How they get work is 
their business. 

Davis’ veto was hailed by 
opponents of immigration who 
believe that giving undocumented 
workers the legal right to drive is 
a step toward legitimization of 1l- 
legal activities and will only en- 
courage more of the same. Grant- 
ing undocumented workers offi- 
cial documents inches them closer 
to regularizing their status. 

In a way, Davis has already 
done just that when he signed a 
bill which allows illegal immi- 
grants who graduate from Califor- 
nia high schools to qualify for 
lower, state resident tuition while 
attending state universities and 
community colleges. 

Undocumented workers in 
the U.S. have also received some

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Naturalized woman — a young 
Haitian woman’s reluctant citizenship 


Editor’s Note: As her fam- 
ily becomes naturalized citizens, 
a young Haitian woman resists in 
part because of her knowledge of 
her home country’s suffering at 
the hands of the United States. 
But the determination and excite- 
ment she sees in the faces of other 
immigrants at her swearing-in 
ceremony changes her outlook.

First my cousin did it, then 
my sister, and finally my mother. 
Now my father wants to do it. 

It seemed like I was the last 
person in my family to become a 
U.S. citizen. I was in no rush. My 
mother desperately wanted me to 
be naturalized, but I was not ready 
to call myself an American. I 
loved Haiti, my birth country, 
loved it with all its flaws, its ugly 
past and its uncertain future. 

After much pleading and 
prodding from my mother, I suc- 


plication for naturalization to the 
Immigration and Naturalization 
Service with a check for $225. My 
mother watched the mailbox like 
a hawk for my fingerprinting ap- 
pointment letter — the next step 
in the lengthy process of natural- 
ization — and made sure that 1 
actually kept the appointment, 
unlike all the others 1 had can- 
celled. 

While my cousin and mother 
grew prouder of their citizenship, 
I was proud to tell people I was 
not a citizen, proud that I could 
still have permanent residence 
and enjoy most of the benefits of 
living in the United States with- 
out feeling like I was turning my 
back on my birth country. 

I appreciate living in Ame- 
rica, Where I have more options 
and more roads to take toward my 
future. However, I can’t forget the 
injustices Haitians faced under the 
thumb of the United States since 
my ancestors fought ferociously 
with the French for their indepen- 
dence, becoming the first “free” 
Black republic in the Western 
hemisphere. I can't forget the de- 
plorable and inhuman ways thou- 
sands and thousands of Haitians 
were treated when they sought 
refuge in the states, only to be re- 


| jected in favor of Cuban and Do- 


minican refugees. 
My mother saw it differently. 
To my mother, U.S. citizenship 


meant security. And after Sept. 11 
with the close scrutiny of immi- 
grants, it became increasingly ur- 
gent to my mother that I become 
a U.S citizen. 

So I continued with the citi- 
zenship process, despite my bit- 
ter feelings. With the fingerprint- 
ing behind me, I awaited another 
appointment letter for my inter- 
view with an INS officer, who 
would test me on my knowledge 
of U.S. history. My appointment 
came on June 3 at the INS office 
in San Francisco. 

When I entered her office, 
Officer Kimble didn’t waste much 
time. She gave me five questions 
out of 100 from the required civic 
tests to read and answer. I an- 
swered all five as quickly I as 
could. 

“Congratulations!” exclaim- 
ed officer Kimble as she shook 
my hand. I was on my way to be- 
coming a U.S citizen. 

My mother was happy and 
was already planning time off 
from work to join me for my 
swearing-in ceremony. I managed 
to convince her not to accompany 
me on July 2 to the Masonic Au- 
ditorium for the ceremony. The 
line was long and there was an air 
of excitement that filled the 
crowded lobby where we waited 
in line to give up our alien regis- 
tration cards for good. 

As I sat in the in the packed 
auditorium and listened to instruc- 
tions for the ceremonial proce- 
dures, my outlook began to 
change. I looked at the old Asian 
woman who sat next to me and 
saw in her eyes the long journey 
it took her to get here, to this very 
moment. I thought of the sacri- 
fices she probably made in search 
of a better life. I remembered my 
Eritrean friends who had barely 
escaped from their country’s po- 
litical turmoil and their excite- 
ment when they became citizens. 
While my parents’ reasons for 
leaving Haiti were not about sav- 
ing their lives, I remembered the 
thousands of Haitians who 
weren't so lucky. Many found 
death in the Atlantic as they made 
their way to the States in make- 
shift boats, seeking the very same 
thing I sat here accepting 
nonchalantly: a promise of hope. 

As I stood there with my hand 
on my heart and pledged alle- 
giance to the United States, I also 
made an internal commitment to 
my ancestors, my country and my 
people that they would never be 
forgotten or denied. Being a U.S. 
citizen no longer meant betraying 
my country. It meant working 
harder to never forget where I 
came from.

Por miles de años, descansamos con los sonidos 
primordiales básicos de la naturaleza, estos sonidos 
están “literalmente” codificados en nuestros genes 
y no es sorpresa que al escucharlos hoy día. obte- 
nemos beneficios como la disminución de: 
sión arterial, los latidos del corazón, frecuencia res- 
piratoria y el estrés.

En contraste, los sonidos externos, sobre todo 
en las grandes metrópolis (sirenas, tráfico, etc.), 
producen ansiedad, depreción, estrés y contribuyen 
en gran parte a la aparición de muchas enfermedades 
de la era moderna. 

Las reacciones cerebrales a sonidos primor- 
diales, están codificadas en la mente y el cuerpo 
humano y son “gatillos” de poderosas respuestas. 

Stephen Cherniske, pionero en el estudio del 
envejecimiento anota en su libro “The DHEA Break- 
through”, “Cuando estaba en la Universidad. cui- 
dando chimpancés en el laboratorio de investigación. 
Si alguno de los animales se enfermaba, ajustabamos 
las condiciones del medio ambiente del animal, 
tratando se semejar lo más que podíamos a su hábitat 
en la naturaleza. 

Usualmente, el animal volvía a su estado nor- 
mal de salud. Los humanos no somos tan diferentes 
a los chimpancés en nuestro código genético”. Cher- 
niske agrega: “Todos sufrimos de algún grado del

La pérdida de audición inducida por el ruido es 
fenómeno frecuente hoy día y es totalmente preve- 
nible. Solo en los Estados Unidos, más de 30 millo- 
nes de trabajadores están expuestos a este riesgo. y 
en su vida personal, sus actividades de recreación 
usualmente envuelven ruido 
intenso, que se suma al que ya 
tienen en su ambiente de trabajo. 

La escala que se utiliza para 
medir el ruido es expresada en 
decibeles y una persona que está 
expuesta crónicamente a más de 
85 decibles de ruido, puede tener

estructuras del oído interno. Una conversación nor- 
mal se lleva a cabo aproximadamente a 60 decibeles. 
un concierto de Rock puede dar 115 decibeles, 
suficiente para provocar daño a la audición con una 
sola sestón. 

Basado en la escala logarítmica, un aumento de 
tres decibeles, representa el doble de la intensidad 
del sonido. Por lo tanto, cuatro horas de exposición 
a un ruido de 88 decibles, provee la misma “dosis” 
de ruido que 8 horas a 85 decibeles. 

Estudios científicos con personas que practican 
regularmente la meditación y el contacto con los 
sonidos de la naturaleza, indican la tendencia a la 
normalización en todas las áreas de sus vidas.

“Mante- 
ner buenos y calificados maestros 
es importante, y una forma de re- 
tenerlos es ayudándolos con prés- 
tamos para comprar sus propias 
casas y no se tengan que mudar a 
Tracy u otras ciudades”, dijo. 

Desde que su hija mayor em- 
pezó a ira la escuela, Licea se ha 
involucrado en diferentes aspec- 
tos escolares. Primero fue volun- 
tario, después miembro de PTA, 
luego participó en comités, hasta 
que se dio cuenta de que si quería 
hacer un cambio sustancial, tenía 
que estar en la Mesa Escolar del 
Distrito de Berryessa.
